I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  tho  year  ended  3lst  Docembor,  1956, 

This  is  my  first  Annual  Report  since  I took  up  office  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  1st  October,  1956. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  for  the  year  wa,s  one  hundred 
and  thirty,  an  increase  of  five  over  the  previous  year.  Eight  of  these 
were  illegitimate.  There  were  only  two  stillbirths  registered.  Throe 

infants  died  under  the  age  of  twelve  months  in  contrast  to  eight  in  the 
proceeding  year,  I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
as  a result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered cbaths  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-foui’  - 
thirty-one  fewer  than  in  1955»  Forthy-eight  persons  died  from  heart 
disease,  seventeen  from  cancer,  and  twenty-one  from  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system. (strokes) , There  wore  six  fatal  accidonbs,  tliree  of  them 

involving  motor  vehicles.  There  v;ere  two  cases  of  death  by  suicide.  The 

remaining  deaths  were  due  to  a variety  of  causes. 

There  v;ere  two  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  but  I note 
v/ith  groat  pleasure  tliat  there  were  only  two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified  during  tho  year,  Tliis  is  a decrease  of  six  on  the  previous  year, 
and  is,  I feel,  a reflection  on  tho  improvement  in  housing  and  general 
standard  of  living  in  the  district, 

Soventy-four  cases  of  Moaslos  wore  notified  in  1956,  There  were 
two  cases  of  Dysentery,  and  one  case  of  Food  poisoning. 
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A noro  clotailod  report  of  tho  work  of  tho  Hoaltli  Dopartnent, 
including  the  report  of  tho  Senior  Public  Hoalth  Inspector  will  be  found  in 
the  ensuing  pages.  You  will  note  fron  the  report  of  tho  Ptural  Housing 
Survey  that  a very  large  nunber  of  houses  are  in  need  of  repair,  and  are 
lacking  in  modern  sanitary  convenioncos.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  ue  shall 
be  able  to  proceed  with  Main  Sewerage  Schemes  for  some  of  our  villages  in 
the  near  future, 

i V7ish  to  thanl:  you,  Mr,  Chairman  and  Members,  for  tho  warmhearted 
welcome  you  extended  to  me,  I would  also  like  to  state  that  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  and  tho  two  Riblic  Health  Inspectors  have  given  mo  overy  assistance 
in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

These  are  essentially  the  sane  as  in  1955.  They  are  as  follows: - 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  area.  Expectant 
nothors  receive  advice  frov.i  their  oim  medical  practitioners* 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Aberayron,  Laiupeter 
and  Nev;  Quay, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  nidmfery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurses  who  are  also  State  Registered  Nurses, 

(d)  The  health  visitors  who  cover  the  area  are  stationed  at  Cross  Inn, 
Lampeter,  Llandyssul  and  Nov:  Quay, 

(e)  The  area  is  covered  by  district  nurses  stationed  at  Abera^nron,  Cross  Inn 
Lampeter  (2),  Llanarth,  Llanrlistyd^,  Llanwenog,  Felinfach,  Now  Quay 

and  Pennant, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  ovm  medical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  perforraed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority, 

(g)  No  ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  area  of  the  local  authority.  The 
Rural  District  is  served  by  ambulances  stationed  at  Lampeter,  Now  Quay 
and  Aberystwyth, 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  of  periodic  tallcs  and 
advice  given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the 
district  nurse.
